TWO DUELS SATISFY HONORS OF 
ALL CONCERNED. 


Remarks Derogatory to Duchess de 
Litta Result in Eugenio Chiesa Be- 
ing Challenged by Five Champions. 
Famous Duelist Announces Willing- 
ness to Meet Ali Comers. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 


ROME, March i1.—The honor of 
everyone concerned has been vindi- 
cated in the two duels fought by Eu- 
{genio Chiesa, the Republican deputy 
of Milan, and the other three engage- 
ments of the offending party were 
called off today. 

In the Chamber of Deputies last 
Friday Chiesa, who has a reputation 
as a Guelist, addressed an interroga- 
tion to the government concerning 
what he described as the influetice of 
the Austrian Baroness Siemans on the 
Italian army by reason of her ac- 
quaintance with the late Lieut.-Gen. 
Saletta, and subsequently 
with Gen. Fecia di Cossatto, com- 
mender of the Grand Maneuvers, who 
is said to be engaged to marry the 
baroness. 

Gen. Prudente, Under Secretary of 
War, refused to reply. whereupon he 
was roidly abused by Chiesa, who 
took occasion to remark that Duchess 
di Litta had been a great favorite 
with the late King Humbert. Count 
Gianecomo Morando, a nephew of the 
Guchess, boxed Chiecsa'’s: ears and then 


Prudente also sent his seconds 
Gen. Fecia di Cos- 
A fourth challenge was re- 
ceived from a son of the Duchess di 
Litta at Milan and a fifth from a 
nephew of the duchess in Lerlin. 

Chiesa announced his llingness to 
meet all comers and on Wednesday re- 
ceived a prick on the chin from the 
Yesterday.
